Hot sun and a faint breath of air combined to- 
day to smash one temperature récord, push the ther- 
mometer to its highest point so far this year and send 
the mercury to an unofficial 91 downtown. 

At 2 p.m. the official reading at the Gonzales Hill Ob- 
séervatory was 77.2.degrees and-still climbing. 
This easily broke the 76.2-degree record high for July 
5 set 54 years ago. 
Relative humidity, fortunately, held to a low 49° per 
cent as no relief came from a barely-moving northeast breeze 
lazing along at eight miles per hour. 
After a brief respite with a 55-degree low for tonight, 
Victorians may sizzle toward another record Wednesday. 
“The hot weather will continue tomorréw afd it is pos- 
sible, depending on whether or not there is any burst of 
cool air off the water, that-we will break the 82.3-degree 
record set for July 6 in 1953,” said forecaster William 
Mackie. 
Current héat wave has given four ‘consecutive days of 
maximum sunshine—15.1 hours per day—and has. pushed 
high temperature readings up steadily from a 69 July 2 
to today’s record, 
“The picture hasn't set enough yet to predict what it 
will be like Thursday, but the usual pattern of these heat 
waves is four or five days and then a dreg in temperature 
to cooler levels, " Mr. Mackie said.
